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1. Manag'ement*— At a meoling of tho General Connctl of the College hold on 
Decombor Glli, 193,'), Ilia Uighneas the Maharaja of Jodhpnr, Vice-President, was 
nnnnimously clootcd President of tho Conncil in succession to His Highness the Maharana 
of Udaipur with effect from August 2Ctli, 1936. It was also nnanimonsly decided that His 
Highness tlie Maharao of Kotah he invited to become Vice-President in succession to His 
Highness tho Maharaja of Jodhpur and tliat in the event of His Highness being unable to 
accept ofGce His Highness tlie Maharaja of Jaipur be asked to become Vice-President. His 
Highness tho Maharao of Kotah subsequently expressed his inability to become Vice- 
President and His Highness the Maharaja of Jaipur accepted tho otSce. 

A hearty vote of thanks for his services to tho College was passed to tho retiring 
President His Highness the Maliarana of Udaipur, to whom tho College is much indebted 
for his interest and support during his Prosidcntsliip of the last 3 years. 

. The Working Committee, tho memborship of which remained unchanged from the 
previous year, met on December 7th, 1935. Another mooting was to liave been held in 
April 1936 but owing to (ho functions in connection with the change of Viceroys and other 
reasons it was not passible to arrange a date to suit members and the meeting was 
postponed to the Rains. 

The ])roceeding8 of tho General Council and of tho Working Committee will bo 
found in .Appendix A of this report. 

2. Buildings. — Tho now Temple was ready for consecration ut tho beginning of tho 
School year, but owing to tho lack of an auspicious day the ceremony was postponed to tho 
beginning of February when tho death of His Late Majesty King George V caused a 
further postponement. After two days' preliminary ceremonies the consecration was 
performed on April Ist, and His Highness the Mohnraja of Jodhpur presided. 

The thanks of the College are duo to His Highness tho Maharaja of Kishongnrh not 
only for presenting tho images tor the Now Temple but for tho unfailing interest he took 
and the assistance ho gave both in the conatrnction of tho Temple and in tho arrangements 
connected with the consecration. Whatever may be its architectnral merits the New Temple 
has the advantage of being a commodions and well-built building in a central position 
in tho College grounds and should bo a great asset. 

In accordance with the recommendations of the Special Sub -Committee formed for the 
purpose the Old Temple has been banded over to the Mabant on certain conditions. 

At tho time of the consecration an appeal was issued to Ruling Princes and Old Boys 
of tho College tor donations to meet tho expenses of the consecration ceremony and of the 
equipment of tho Now Temple and contributions received up to date include a munificent 
(lonalioii of Rs. 1,000/- from His Highness tho Maharaja of Jodhpur while His Highness 
the Maharana of Udaipur has generously presented valuable jewellery for the images. 

Tlie new two-storeyed wing of tlie Jodhpur House was completed in September and 
furiiisbed and equipped with electric light and fans, and is now occupied. The new wing 
is a handsome addition to the buildings of the College and its accommodation, and the thanks 
of tho College are duo to the Jodhpur Durbar for their generosity in providing tho College 
with this additional fally-equippod boarding accommodation. 
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The Jaipur Durbar have also generously announced their intention of building an 
extension to the Jaipur House and the plans are now complete. It is very much hoped 
that the Durbar will be good enough to construct the extension at a very early dale, 
as the Jaipur House at present overflows its accommodation. 


Gifts for other Houses. 


In addition to the above special donations have been very kindly made by His 
Highness the Maharana of Ddaipur, His Highness the Nawab of Tonk, and His Highness 
the Maharao Raja of Bundi for minor improvements respectively in the Udaipur, Tonk 
and Bharatpur Houses, in the latter of which the majority of the Bundi boys at the 
College live. 


With the completion of the New Temple and the extra House accommodation either 
completed or under preparation the College is now adequately equipped with regard to 
essential bmldings except in one respect. . The College still lacks a Guest House for the 
accommodation of Old Boys and other distinguished visitors. In my previona report I ^ 
referred to the fact that the General Council approved of the idea of a Guest House and 
that farther donations to the Waddington Memorial fund should be utilized for the purpose, 
but I regret that matters have as yet not progressed much further. I feel that (he provision 
of a Guest House is a very real need of the College and I much hope that the proposal will 
materialise in the near future. The matter has been brought to the notice of the Old Boys' 
Association of the College and the results are awaited, I trust that these remarks will catch 
the eye of generous well-wishers of the College with satisfactory results. 


Roads. , 3. Grounds.— During the course of tho year the remaining nntarred portions of the 

main roads in the College have been sprayed with tarmax and the area round the Main 
Building will be sprayed before the beginning of the new School year. 

Daring the Rains a cansiderable amount of hedge-planting was done on the road sides 
and 4 House gardens, those of Colvin House, Jhalawar House, Jaipur House, and Jodhpur 
House, were re-designed and relaid. The work on the JCdbpnr Honse garden was done 
in accordance with designs which Mr. Mnsloe, Horticultural adviser to the Jodhpur Durbar 
was good enough to provide, and a special grant was made by the Durbar for tho 
purpose. 

The Jodhpur House won the Lady Willingdon Onp in the House Gardens Competi> 
tion, the Jaipur House being second. 

The Aeroplane landing ground on the Polo ground and the neighbouring area has 
been further Improved during the course of the year by additional levelling and lopping 
of trees and has been used on several occasions by visitors to the College. 

His Highness the Maharaja of .lodbpnr piloting his own plane landed on the ground 
at the time of the Temple couBecralion ceremony, the first Old Boy of tho College to pilot 
his own machine on to the College landing ground. 

Waylng Fields. During the year a number of additions and improvements have been made to tho 

playing fields of the College; these are enumerated later in the report under tho section on 

Games. 

4. Gifts. — In addition to the items mentioned above the College is indebted for » 
muuber of other gifts during the year. ' 

oi?h!5'te. . of fJdaipur at the beginning of the school year presented 

a handsome Challenge Shield for a School Inter-House Championship. This Shield will bo 
awarded annually at the end of the School year to the House having the best record, judged 
holh by results and efforts in Work, Conduot, Games, Tidiness, and General usefalncss. 
an ^ as marks are awarded on a percentage basis each House has an equal chance regardl®'* 
oE Its numhoiB. The competiliou should do much to promote House esprit do corps and 
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The Maharaja of Balrampur, who was at the College from 1930 to 1935, as a leaving 
gift presented a complete Electric Pump installation to supply water to the Central Cricket 
Ground and the College gardens from the Jhalawar House well, and hiS gift has eased 
to a certain extent the difficulties caused by the continued totally inadequate nature of the 
Municipal supply. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Rajpipla as a leaving gift in memory of his eldest son Swimming Bath, 
has recently made a generous donation for the improvement of the Swimming Bath, which 
in consequence will be considerably enlarged in the Summer Vacation. 

The portrait of Mr. Waddington, M.V.O., Principal 1904-17, which was painted • Portrait of Mr. 
out of the fund subscribed to perpetuate his memory in the College, was unveiled at the Waddington. 
time of the Prize-Giving and now hangs in the Hall facing that of his predecessor GoL Loch. 

A further number of Ruling Princes connected with the College have been good Shields in the Wnii- 
enough to present Shields of their Coats of Arms for the College Hall. Six now hang in 
the Hall and eight are under preparation.

6. Staff. — Consequent on the retirement of Mr. Ritohie, to succeed whom as Vice- 
Principal Lt.-Col. 6. Howson, C.I.B., u.C., 2nd English Assistant Master, was selected by 
the Working Committee, a vacancy occurred on the English Staff which was filled in 
October by the appointment of .Mr. J. A. M. Ede, B.A., late of Winchester College and 
King's College, Cambridge.

The number of English Guardians is at present five and it is again my pleasant duty » 
to express my thanks to them for the assistance they have been good enough to give in the * 
various activities of the College. 


The question of the future of Indian members of the Staff having the status of 
Government Servants has not yet been finally settled, and no permanent changes therefore ” 

took place in the Indian Staff during the year. Two temporary additional appointments 
of Lecturers possessing high academic qualifications were made to the Post-Diploma Staff 
and two Masters in the School section, Messrs. V. S. Bhatia and M. N. Kapur, were sent Deputation 
on deputation for a year’s training during the school year, the former to Lahore and the ^ training?*®'’* 
latter to England, temporary appointments being made in their places. 
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Tho policy of, sending members of the Staff on deputation will be continued during 
the coming school year and I hope in future years. Tho special needs of tho College are, 

I think, best met by this policy of deputing for training young members of the Staff after 
they have bad a little experience at the CoUege rather than by appointing Masters who 
have done their training before joining. 

Dnring the year steps have been taken to increase the amenities available for members 
of the Indian Staff. A new Common Room has been provided for the School Indian Staff 
by making additions and alterations to the bnilding formerly occupied by the Public Works 
Department of the College which has been shifted elsewhere, and a special Staff Tennis 
Court has been made. The Working Committee have approved of the principle of provid- 
ing Indian members of the staff with suitable houses in the College grounds on rent, and 
plans are now nnder consideration. At present many members of the Indian Staff have 
to live at a considerable distance from the College and their participaiion in the various 
activities of the College is consequently unduly onerous. Living on the spot the -Indian 
Staff will be able to play their part in the varied life of the College more easily andmore 
efQcieulIy and the College will benefit by the arrangement. 

7. The College Roll. — On April 30th, 1935, when the previous School year closed, 
the College roll numbered 154 21 boys were withdrawn during the Summer Vacation 
and the new school year therefore in July opened with 133 boys. Between July 1935 
and April 1936, 22 new boys joined the College while 3 left and the College roll therefore 
at tho end of the School year stands at 152. 

Of the 22 new recruits, 17 came from Rajputana and 5 from ontside. Of the former 
6 came from Ajmer-Merwara and 4 from Jaipur State, the rest being contributed by 
the Udaipur, Jodhpur, Bikaner, and Partabgarh States, and the Lawa Chiefship. The 
admissions from outside Rajputana comprised boys from Sachin, Manipur, Central India, 
and Behar. 

A distribution list of the College Boll as it stands at present will be found in 
Appendix E. It will be seen that of tho total number on the roll 122 boys belong to 
Rajputana and 30 come from other parts of India. Tho latter include boys from Central 
India, the Western India States Agency, the Fnajab States Agency, the United Provinces, 
Assam, Behar, and Delhi. 

8. Internal OrgaiUsation. — ^An important feature of the year under report has J 
been tho effective separation of the two sections of the College, tn'z, the School and the 
Post-Diploma or College Section. This separation was in itself demanded by the differ- 
ences in age and standing between School boys and Under-graduates and it was rendered 
more imperative by a change in tbe status of the Post-Diploma Course which will be 
described later in the report. 

There are no longer any Post- Diploma students living in School Boarding Houses. 
They have been with the exception of a few Private Boarders concentrated in one house vis., 
Colvin House, tho accommodation of which has been farther improved daring the year by 
the provision of more wire-gansse doors and windows and new furniture. Post-Diploma 
students now have their own separate Debating Society, their own Journal which they 
edit themselves, their own Library, and their own Games arrangements and Colours. 

Another feature of the year which, I hope will become a regular practice, was the 
institution dnring the Christmas holidays of a tour of Southern India by a number of 
Post-Oipionia students in charge of two members of tho Post-Diploma staff. The party 
visited places of interest in the Mysore and Hyderabad States, and tho College is much 
indebted to tho authorities of those States for their hospitality and for tho arrangements 
they were good enough to make for tho party. 


With regard to tho School Section in addition to tho Houses already mentioned minor 
Improvements such as tho provision of wire-gauze doors have been made in the Ajmer 
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and other Houses. The School houses continue to be organized in three groups — North, 
West and South under the supervision of three members of the English staff as Honse 
Masters, Mr. Bradshaw being in charge of the North Houses, Mr. Ede of the West Houses, 
and Col. Howson of the South Houses. 

With the formation of a separate Post-Diploma Debating Society a separate Debating 
Society for the School has been started for the senior classes of the School. These two 
societies have taken the place of the former College Debating Society which included both 
Post-Diploma students and boys of the School. 

A good many books specially selected to suit boys, during the course of the year have 
been added to the School Library and a number of out of date and unwanted books 
have been removed. In addition to School days the Library is kept open for certain 
periods on Sundays and Holidays and the use made of it is gradually extending. 

9. Instruction. — The most important development during the year has been with 
regard to the status of the Post-Diploma classes. In my report last year I referred to the 
technical di£5.culties which had precluded the new 4 years Post-Diploma course from obtain- 
ing recognition as equivalent to the B. A. degree of Indian Dniversities and stated that, if 
the College was to meet the demand that it should teach up to the standard of the B. A. 
Degree and attain the objects for which the new Diploma course was started, afiiliation to 
the Agra University was the only solution. The matter was referred to the General Council 
of the College and with their approval applications for affiliation were made to the Board of 
High School and Intermediate Education, Rajputana and Central India, for the Intermediate 
Examination, and to the Agra University for the B. A. Examination. These applications 
have been accepted and in future, therefore, the College will prepare candidates for the 
Intermediate Examination of the Rajputana Board and for the B. A. Examination of the 
Agra University. The first candidates will appear for the two Examinations in 1937 and 
1933 or 1939 respectively. Upto those dates candidates will continue to take the present 
Higher Diploma Intermediate and Final Examinations. The new step, while involving 
little alteration in syllabuses since those of the Rajputana Board and Agra University are at 
present being followed in most respects for the Higher Diploma Course, should considerably 
enhance the prestige and popularity of the College. 

The Mayo College will in future have the status of a Degree College and students 
therefore who belong to its Post-Diploma section will be able to obtain a Degree instead of 
a Higher Diploma which, whatever its intrinsic merite, had little market value in the outside 
world. 

With this Degree course it will be possible to combine the preparation as desired for 
Public Service Examinations such as the Entrance examination to the Indian Military 
Academy. As suggested by His Highness the Maharao of Kotah a scheme for an Army 
class is under preparation. A Post-Diploma student, Thakur Kalyan Singh of Anta, 
was successful in passing into the Indian Military Academy by the open Competitive 
Examination during the year under report without any special preparation except a little 
extra coaching from the Staff in certain subjects. 

It will also be possible to provide for students for whom administrative training 
is more important than a Degree a special course of such training with the co-operation 
of the Local Authorities. 

Various improvements have been made in the Jhalawar House which now forms the 
College Section in which all Post-Diploma instruction is carried on. A separate room has 
been equipped as the Post-Diploma Library, a Stall room, a Tutorial room, and a Writing 
room have been provided, and the four Lecture rooms have been refurnished. 

Now features of instruction are the starting of Test examinations in all subjects twice 
annually and the arrangement of individual Tutorial })eriods during nlnpj boura foe each 
student on the lines followed in Universities.

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' With the above improvements and the recent strengthening of the Post-Diploma staff, 
tho members of which have all now the requisite academic qualiGcations, tho College is now 
well qualified to teach up to the Degree standard. 

One candidate appeared for the Higher Diploma Final Examination in April and 6 
for the Higher Diploma Intermediate, and all passed. 

During the year action has been taken on tbc recommendations made by Messrs. 
J. E. Parkinson and F. K. Clark in their Inspection report of 1031-35. 

The report commentod on tho fact that the standard of written English in the school 
was considerably lower than that of oml English and to meet this deficiency n now scheme 
for General English including TJnseou work and Grammar has been introduced throughout 
the School and the number of Eugllsh periods in each elass has been increased to allow 
for more writing work. Similar syllabuses Lave been introduced for Ternacular. 

To Improve tho standard of Mathematics boys have been divided into separate 
Mathematical Sets independent of their classes and a now Mathematical syllabus for the 
whole school has been introduced. 

The number of School periods has boon increased from 6 periods of 45 minutes each 
to 7 periods of 40 minutes each on Whole school days, Wednesday afternoon being a Half- 
holiday or Examination afternoon in alternate weeks, and Satnrday being a half holiday. 

To provide for baokward boys a separate section of class III has been made. 

Tlie open-air map of India, mention of which was made in my previous report, 
has been considerably extended and improved during tho year and it is satisfactory that 
much of the work baa been done by tho boys tbcmsolves. 

Eleven boys appeared for tho Chiefs’ CollogcB Diploma Examination in April and 
8 passed. 

10. Physical training- and Games.— The College Squadron, which has been as 
usual under the charge of Col. Howson. now numbers 45 boys against 42 at the end of 
1935 and has had a satisfactory year. Thanks to tho co-operation of the Jaipur and Jodhpur 
Durbars the services of a Riding Instructor from each State alternately will in future bo 
available. Lance Dafadar Bhanwar Singh, Jaipur Lancers, took over bis duties from Dafadar 
Mttdho Singh, Sirdar Itisala, in October. He has done good work and has the additional 
quidificadon of being a Polo-player. A now closed Jumping lane constructed for beginners 
and a now set of jumps for seniors, put up for the Inter State Forces Tournament for 
which the College grounds were lent and handed over subsequently to tho College, have 
been of considerable assistance. 

The Annual Competitions in April were judged by Lt.-Col. C.O’B., Daunt M.O., 
18th Cavalry, and Captain V. J. E. Paterson, Central India Horse. 

A series of csBontial improvements undertaken in tho Horse lines during tho past 
three years has been completed by the re-roofing of a line of thatched stables, which badly 
required re-roofing, and the Durbars concerned were good enough to make special grants 
for the purpose. The fact that all the stables have now a permanent type of roofing either 
of tiles or asbestos, the planting of hedges, and the laying out of lawns have considerably 
improved the appearance and standard of tho Stable-area. 

Polo has been played regularly either on the College ground or on the Ajmer Club 
ground and two boys of the College, Mabaraj Kumars Narendra Singh and Pnshpondra 
Singh of Panna who were members of the winning team in the Ezra Cup Tournament at 
Calcutta, gained the distinction oC being allotted Indian Polo Association Handicaps. Eight 
beginners have started playing Polo during the year and tliis augurs well for the future. 

Yarious additione have been made to the playing fields of the College during the year. 
During the Summer Vacation a Pavilion was consirnoted on the Bharatpur ground and a 
covered stand for spectators on tho Waddington football ground. 



Kew Grounds. 
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A new junior Footbnll ground hns bcon mndo to tbo west of tho Waddinglon ground. 
A second XI Cricket ground, wbicb will bo known ns tho St. John ground, bos boon made 
on tho site of tbo former Riding school and a Pavilion will bo constructed during tbo present 
Summer Vacation. A Hockoy practico ground has bcon made on tho area between the now 
Temple and the Kashmir Ilonso and another Ilockey ground called tho Leslie* Jones ground 
west of the Hladdeu Hockey ground on'thc site formerly occupied by a Football ground. 
During tho Summer Vacation two more Footbnll grounds will bo prepared on the northern 
portion of tho former Riding area and with their completion tho Culiogo will have 5 Cricket 
grounds, 4 Football grounds and 4 Hockey grounds. 

Reference has already been made to tho Water installation for tho Central Cricket 
ground. This with tho relaying of tho turf during tho Rains has considerably improved 
tho ground and now that wator is available I hope to increase tho area under turf. 

An Electric Pump arrangement similar to that for the Central ground has recently 
been installed in tho well near tho Sanitarium and this enables both tho Waddington 
Football Ground and the St. John Cricket ground to bo kept green throughout tho yoar. 

Other developments Which may bo mentioned with regard to games are tho formation 
of a School Boys Games Committee and tho institution of new Colours for Cricket and 
Hockey and Football the School 'XI Cricket colours now being a white blazer with Pancha* 
ranga binding and the Hockey and Football colours being blue and white shirts and blue 
stockings with blue and white tarn>cvcrs. 

Tho College XI won tho Colvin Shield for the second year in succession and the 
College was well represented both in the'eombined Rajputana and Central India team 
against tho Australians and in the Rajpnlana side which played against Contra! India in tho 
Runji Provincial Championship. Tho team against tho Australians was ciiptaincd 
by an Old Boy of the College, His Highness tho Mabarawal of Dnngarpnr, and included 
three present members of tho College viz. Mr. Bradshaw, Mr. Dan Mai, and Roo Himinat 
Singh of Garhi. The visit of tho Australian Team, tho match wiili which was played on 
tho College Central ground, and the fact that the Captain of tho AlMndia Team to 
England, tho .Maharaj Kumar of Vizianagram, is an Old Boy of the College liave done 
much to further the increasing popularity of oricket in the College. 

The annual competition between the Scliool teams and the Daly College for tho 
Kishengarh Shield took place ut ludoio on the let February and was won by tho ilnyo 
College, this being tho lirsl time that tbo visiting team was snccessful. The Mayo College 
won tlie Sports, the Tennis, and theSquusli, tho lirst two by a comrortalilc margin, but wore 
defeated both at Cricket and Hockoy. At Cricket the form was an improvement on lust 
year’s and the standard of Cricket is improving, but tho Hockey side were beaten badly by 
a very good school team and the standard of Hockoy still leaves much to bo desired. 
Slops have been taken to remedy this weakness by special coaching. 

Cf the other forms of physical tniining, the Tennis pnictico wall oreotod during the 
Summer Vacation of 1935 has helped coaching Cimsiderably and tho stanclurd of play is 
improving. Boxing continues to llourish and this year for the first time Inter-house 
contests were held. A cup was kindly presented for the purpose by tho Thokur of 
Dundlod while an Cld Boy, Apji Kalyan Singh of Koola, gave a cup for tho best 
J unior boxer. 

Reference has already boon made to the gift prosontod by Hib Iliglinoss tho Maharaja 
of Rajpipla for tho improvement of the Swimming Bath. This will enable tho bath to be 
o.\tondcd by 6 feel and to be relined with smooth white cement and will add to the 
popularity of swimming. All junior boys are now receiving regular instruction and 1.") 
boys who could not swim before have passed their teats. 

The School Athletic Sports team possessed several porformors above ordinary standard 
and in tlie competition against the Daly College did well against a strong teiim 
In tho Inter-House Athletic Sports K. Hnri Son of Pisangen broke tho long-standing 
record for the High Jump by jumping 5 ft. G inches and another competitor, K. Lachman 
Singh of Mundota, equalled tbo record with a jump of 5 ft. S inchos. 
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11. Other important events.— Tho annual Prlze*Giving, over which His Highness 
the Maharaja oC Jodhpur presided in tho absence oC His Highness tho Maharana of Udaipur, 
and the Old Boys’ Gathering took place on 6th and 7th Dccombor respectively. Details 
will be found in Appendix H.

India, to obtain a favourable decision in accordance with the just claims of the College. 

4. The meeting considered a representation-from the Rajputana and Central India 
Provincial Muslim League, Ajmer, regarding Muslim representation on the College staff 
and resolved that they saw no reason to depart from the practice of the past which had 
been to select the best qualified candidate to any vacancy irrespective of community. 

5. The meeting considered the question of a change in the financial year of the 
Mayo College and resolved that the College Financial year should in future begin 
from July 1st. 

6. The meeting considered the question of the replacement of the present Modi 
system by a College shop and resolved that, as no report had as jet been received from the 
Sub-Committee appointed for the purpose, the matter be postponed for the present and the 
Sub-Committee be requested to expediate their report which on receipt be circulated to all 
members of the General Conncil for their views, and that the question be again examined at 
the next meeting in the light of the opinions received.

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APPENDIX P. 

INSPECTION REPORT 1936. 

' I. Report by Sir George Hnderson. Kt.. C.I.E.. Ediienlioiinl Commissioner 

luith the Government of indfn. 


1 inspected Mnyo College, Aimer, on Tneedny and Wednesday, 21 el and 22nd January 
19:tG. Lient'Col. G. L- Belliam, C.I.K, M.C., was associated witli the inspection in his 
capacity as political oilicor. The work of inspection was mneb facilitated by the statistical 
and other information which had been prepared by Mr. V. A. S. Stow, C.I.E., tho Principal. 

I was greeted, on arrival, by the news of the death of His late Majesty King George 
V, and the College was accordingly closed for tho day. On the second day, I was prevented 
by illness from doing as mnch as I had wished. 

It is fortunate, therefore, that a Iborongh inspection of tho teaching and organisation 
of tho College had been made by Mr. J. E. Parkinson and by Mr. P. K. Clark in the previ- 
ous year. The Principal explained to me tho manner in which their suggestions had been 
carried ont; in consequence, the methods and organisation of teaching have been improved. 
Syllabuses for general English and Vernaculars ns well as those for mathematics have 
been 'prepared and put into operation. A further innov.ition has been tho redistribution of 
boys into separate sets for mathematics; this should prove effective in removing tho general 
weakness in this important subject. I agree generally with the criticism passed by Messrs. 
Parkinson and Clark that, though the standard of oral English is high, that of written 
English leaves much to he desired. Consequently, more attention is now being paid to bo 
routine of grammar and of sentence construction, and the number of English periods has 
been increased in order to provide for general English and more written work in class. 
Script writing has been introduced in tho lower classes. 

The organisation of the teaching has also been improved. The progress reports and 
tho fortnightly staff meetings are salutary innovations. There is more constrnotivo disens- 
sion among the staff of every-clay improvements in the methods of teaching than obtained 
at the lime of my last visit two years ago. 

I endorse the encomium passed by Messrs, Parkinson ond Clark on the open-air map 
of India which has been further developed and improved, 

1 was favourably impressed by the library, which is housed in an attractive and well- 
arranged building. Improvements has been introducBd by the weeding out of unsnitable 
books, by the enlargement of the vernacular section, by tho addition of reference books 
and of educational literature and so forth. 

Though the boys have a very full day and tiwugh, therefore, there may not be much 
time for the reading of Uier.Uuro other than text-books, it is none tho less essential that 
they should cultivate a desire and a good taste for reading. Efforts are being made in this 
direction by means of silent-reading periods and by the formation of class libraries. If it 
is not done already, boys should be given a variety of books for general reading during 
'the holidays. 

Though the staff still suffers from a paucity of wide experience and of professional 
training, efforts have been made to remedy these defects. Recent recruits have been care- 
fully selected and possess high academic qualiQoations. Mr. W. H. Br.idshaw and J. A. M. 
Ede, who have been appointed from England, are both making valualdo contributions, in 
somewhat different ways, towards the increased efficiency and vitality of the Colle''o. 
Practically all the recent additions to the Indian staff possess a Master’s degree. Mr. Ashfa- 
que Husain, who takes a leading part in the teaching of tho Post-Diploma Classes, is 
admirably qualified for the purpose. 

Though I appreciate the attitude of the Principal that professional skill is by no 
means the only requirement for a master at a Oollege such us this, I adhere to my previous 
opinion that training qualifications are essential. I am glad, therefore, that the Working 
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Committee have recently placed two mcmbora oE the staff on deputation Eor the purpose o£ 
receiving training; and I earnestly hope that this salutary practice will bo extended in 
future. It is the acluai training rather than tho more diploma or degroo, however, which 
is of importance. Short and comparatively frequent visits to a training College, with some 
spooifle object in view, would be of the utmost value. For example, a short period of 
training in tho teaching of gcogrnphyor oral arithmetic would bo attended by bcnolloial 
results. Acquaintance with what is being attempted at (say) tho Central Training College, 
Lahore, in physical training or in tho medical care of boys would also be of value; a school 
doctor, however olllcicnt, needs tho active and oflicient co-operation of tho teaching members 
of the staff. A visit to the American Presbyterian Mission School at Moga would also result 
in improvement in tho handling of tlio junior classes. I am conlidem that, if required, 
Mr. J, E, Parhinson or Mr. F. K. Clark or the Rev. A. E. Harper of Moga, District Feroze- 
pnre, Punjab, would bo projiarcd to provide suitable facilities. 

These remarks lead mo to a widor snggestion. Gearing in mind iho concentrated 
energy which is rightly demanded from members of tlio staff, thoro is a danger that they 
may become aloof from wliat is being attempted olsowhero and that tho inilux of now ideas 
may become diGBcuIt. The tours of boys to places of interest is a move in the right direc- 
tion. I adhere to my opinion that tho exchange of inastors for the purpose of invigilations 
in the Diploma examinations would result, at least, in wider contact with another Chiefs’ 
Oollcge and would bo glad if the Principal would consider tho snggestion. 

I also hazard the suggestion that a iieriodioal coufercnco of Principals of Chiefs 
Colleges, to be hold at each College in rotatiom would bo beneficial. 

5. Though, therefore, improvements have been made in tho teaching, tho general 
standard of woi-k still continues to be hampered bj* wide variations both in tho ages and 
attainments of the pnpils in all classes. The arrangement whereby class III (B) is 
intended to cater for the needs of boys who are backward is u salutary innovation.

7. Tliongli, for tlio reasons given obovo, I was nnablo to visit Iho Post-Diploma Classos, 
I paid a visit to Colvin Honao on the first evening ot iny vibtt; on the next morning, I 
visited Jhnliiwat House and had an opportunity ot discussion with Mr. Ashfnniio lliis.ain. 
The gcnenil nrrangomonte both for reaidonco ami for to idling, aro tniidi more satisfactory 
than they were two years ago. A dearer lino ot dcin-ircation has been inado botwcon the 
Pre-Diploma and Post Dii»loina boys; tUo stalt has boon increased: the ncconimodation, 
particularly In tho Post-Diploma I.ibr«iry (which is distinct from tho school libr.iry), has 
bcon improved; and provision tor tutorial inatrnction baa been introduced.

I recorded my general opinions on these matters in my last leport and need not 
roeapitnlato. I direct tho attention of tho College authorities, however, to tho growing 
demand, Ihiougbont India, tor a radical ruconslructioii ot tho school systom, us is evidenced 
in parlionlar, by important resohitions passed by iho Onivcrsitics contorouco in 1934 and 
by tbo Central Advisory Board oC Education in 1035. Tho main tea tu res ot thosohomoot 
reconstruction are : — 


(а) a degree course ot threo years ; 

(б) admission to this now degroo conrso would bo rogiihitud by an o.v.ituiiiation 

approximately midway botwoen the present Matrioulation and Intermediate 
examinations : — 

(c) a higher secondary course ot, approximately, thrse yours duration ; and 
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(d) a shortened secondary couBso providing a gonoral odnoation to boys up to, 
approximately, the age oE BEteen, and terminated by an examination o£ a 
lower standard than the present Diploma or Matriculation. 


A Eohemo such as this, should it materialise, would bo very suitable to the requirements 
of this college. The present system sulEora fi'om the dofccls of biennial examinations 
which prejudice continuity of Study and fostor an incentive to ‘cram’} nor docs it possess 
the advantage of marking the successful completion of i>articnlar stages of education, Tho 
proposed examination (standing midway between tho present Matriculation and 
Intermediate examination ) would mark the completion of the school stage, and also provide 
a reliable test for admission to tho University stage. Tho introduction of tho proposed 
scheme would also mitigate tho severity and strain of biennial examination. It would also 
bo possible to provide, as alternatives to the University course, facilities for preparing boys 
for admission to the Indian Military Academy and also special courses of naming tor those 
who are destined to become Ruling Princes or to bold responsible posts in the administra- 
tion of Indian States. In tlio latter contingency teaching in Law and in Revenue 
Administration would oconpy a more suitable position in the Uollc^tc lime-tablo than thoy 
do at present in the Dipioina syllabus, and teaching could then be of a more practical typo. 


9. I need not recapitulate what has been said without qnaliOcation in previons reports 
in commendation of the out-door activities of tho College, save that tho high standards 
have not only been maintained hut extended. Two new squasii conrls (tho Fanshawo 
Memorial') have been oortatmeted; tho swimming bath bos been improved; boxing has been 
introduced; additional cricket, hockey and football grounds have been prepared and tho 
riding instruction area has been extended. 

Similarly, there have been oxtouslons and Improvoinonts in tho bnildings, notably, 
the conslrnotion of a new Temple and a now block to Jodhpur lionsc, while a sirailar 
addition to Jaipur House is likoly to be undertaken shortly. Tho Collogo gronnds nro 
admirably maintained; and tho gardens aro of groat heanty. 

10. I am glad that both the general and the detailed control of the college over the 
sovcral boarding houses, which are scattered ovor the Estate, is being steadily strongthened; 
and that tbe system of private feeding arrangements is rapidly giving jdacc to tho more 
salutary and economical system of common messing. I hope that the authorities of the 
College will develop still further this admirable tendency so that, in tho course of time, tbe 
influence and control of the College shall permeate all subsidiary institutions. 


With tho advent of Messrs. Bradshaw and Ede, it has been found possible to strengthen 
the disolplinaty control of the school boarding houses, in itself a diflicuU proposition in 
view of their ecalteced location. Mr. Ashfaque Husain has been appointed Assistant Warden 
of Colvin House with beneficial results.

L’ho College Jubilee Fund, which w.ia started some years ago, now amounts to about 
Us. 31. lakhs. 

12. Though, at Grst sight, tho financial position appears ealisfactory, tliero is yet cause 
for gr.ive diEqnietudo. Additional expenditure, capital and recurring, will bo required to 
iniiintain Uto Degree olasaos, hut tho main cain>e for tlisquictudo lies in the precarious 
position of the Govermiient grant, whicli at present forma about one-qnartor of tl»o total 
rcveuncB of tho College. Witli its elimination, oven it the process ho gmdii.il, ihero will 
bo ti wider gup to bridge between revenue and expenditure. 

It will not be possiljlc, tliorcfore, even to consider any material Iticreaso in expon- 
dilure. It has been brought to my notice that there is now a proposal to charge what is 
tonued “commercial rent" in respect lv« the buildings and property of tho Ojllego. Apart 
from the question (on whicli I am not in .i position to offer a definite opinion) whether 
it would he equifiblo to charge rent of this kind in respect to wlial has alw.iys been regard- 
ed ns a gift, the rcBources of the College would not be equal to standing sucli an imposition. 

13. It may bo possible to effect cconomic.s in certain directions; in the s.alarios of the slafT 
(a matter wbieli will bo discus-sod later), in a cheaper agency for tlio maintenanco of the 
buildings and properly, ami in a nnmbor of minor w.ayB. But if rotrcnclimont ho 
c.irried out to extreme lengths, tho only result will ho a reduction in tho repiitaliun oL 
the Gollcgu and a consequent reducliou in oiiroliueut; in tUiii case, retrcncUiiiont w.inhl 
bo tho rovorso of economy. 

14. It may bo possible, howovor, to increase rovenno. In my previous roiiort, I

In view of the comparatively large size of many of the rooms in the Boarding honses, 
a further addition to the enrolment might be arranged; if the boys wore forthcoming, the 
finances of the college would be relieved. The authorities are considering the possibility 


of extending their sphere of infioence. 

15. The present enrolment cannot he maintained, let alone increased, however, 
nnlesB high standards of teaching are gnaranteed. 


In my previons report, 1 observed that : 

“These shortcomings of the staff are accentuated by the fact that the majority of 
members are still regarded as Government servants for the purpose of leave 
and pension. I cannot resist the feeling that the Council have thereby 
inherited an unfortunate legacy; and this apprehension is by no means 
confined to Mayo College. The question whether the Council should be in 
a position to dispense with the services of teachers in this category, whose 
work is clearly unsatisfactory, and on what conditions, is one which needs 
earnest and speedy consideration. A large provincial cadre can afford a 
nnmber of passengers, regrettable though they be; bnt a College cadre of 
eighteen masters can retain even a single passenger only at its peril.” 


In their report of last year, Messrs. Parkinson and Clark appreciated “the diffionlties 
caused by the College’s inheritance of a staff which, for ail practical purposes is a small 
cadre of Government servants with little or no possibility of transfer to posts which might 
bo more suited to their tastes or capacities.” 


In their meeting held on 7th December. 1934, tho "Working Committee resolved that 
“the Government of India be approached to enable the College to dispense with the 
services of Indian assistant masters enjoying the status of Government servants, whose 
services are not satisfactory,” 


My^own fecliog is that the tronbie lies deeper than in the neocs^ty of remeving 
mastorB n hose services arc unsatisfactory.” If the College authorities are to guarantee 
ciency of teaching, they must be in a position to control the conditions of service of 
0 whole Staff. When once tl,o complication caused by the inclusion of Government 
ponTf ” ^ permanent staff had boon removed, it would then become possible to frame 

roqniremenla of the Oollogo with the 
rcsnlt that economies might he offecta'l. An early decision on this point is required. • 
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1C. 1 trust also iLaf, ovoii slionld the grant bo reducod and nltimatoly climinatod. 
Government will not relax its interest in any way in tUo College. I endorse the opinion 
expressed two years ago by Captain do la Farguo that “tho appointment of a political 
oCBecr as a member of tho Governing Council should not In any circnmbtanccs bo allowed 
to lapse into a cnstial formality." 

Tho bouoGts of inspection miglit also bo extended. Tho report written by Messrs. 
Parkinson and Clark last year has been mnoh valnod; an inspection of tliis typo should 
bccomo periodical. 1 also suggest that occasional visits by experts in certain subjects 
would bo much appreciated. 

17. In conclusion, I would ropoat that it has been a great pleasure and privilogo 
to inspect this Collogo. Under tho inspiring guidance of Mr. V. A. S. Stow, tho Principal, 
its reputation rightly stands high, and evory effort shonld bo made not moroly to maintain 
but also to onhnneo that reputation; 1 wish it all socccss in the fu< uro.

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II. Report by Lt.-CoL. G. L- Betbam. C-I.E., IR-C., Resident in IRcwar and 
Political Agent Soutbern Raiputana States. 


I had the privilege of being aeeodnted with Sir George Andereon, the Ednoational 
CommiBSioner with the Government of India, in his inspection of Mayo College on January 
the 21st and 22nd, Sir George Anderson is writing his report as an expert eduoationalist. 
I, therefore, propose to confine mine within the limits of vision of an officer of the Political 
Department, a Department which ie very closely connected with Mayo College, 

Mayo College is essentially an institution for the education of sons of Ruling Princes 
and Nobles. Many of the boys, when they grow up, will either be rulers, younger 
brothers of rulers, or managers of estates. It is hoped that some will take their places as 
officers in the Inffian Army. Indian Navy, or the Indian Air Force, while others will take 
up appointments as officers in the Imperial Civil Services of India. Others will become 
officers of the administrations of States or in States Forces. In every instance hlayo College 
boys go out to take their places in the world, as gentlemen. J?his is their right by birth. 
It is, therefore, essential that they should be brought up in suitable surroundings and be 
well housed. The accommodation pro'wded in Mayo College is superlatively good. Accord- 
ing to British ideas it appears to be unnecessarily good, for, in nearly every case, boys 
have their own private rooms instead of living in dormitories. The authorities of the 
College are making strenuous efforts, in several cases with snocess, to have communal 
messing from single kitchens in each House in order that ; — 

(a) The boys by sitting together at one table should learn proper and easy table 
manners. 

(fr) To ensure that the food and the cooking are both good and sni table. 


In some Houses a few boys still feed by themselves. It is hoped that in such 
Houses commnnal messing from single kitchens will soon be arranged. 

The main building, which holds the class rooms and offices, is in keeping with the 
necessarily high dignity of Mayo College. The grounds are extensive and beautifully kept. 
The central cricket ground with the Bikaner Pavilion is undoubtedly one of the prettiest 
cricket grounds in India. Besides this, there are four other cricket grounds, 4 football 
grounds, 7 tennis courts, 5 squash courts, a rifle range, a riding school and a polo ground 
which is also used as a landing ground for aeroplanes. The roads, hedges, trees, and 
gardens are magnificently maintained. There are 151 boys at Mayo College at the 
moment and it appears that the maximum which the College can comfortably bold is 1G5. 
Therefore Mayo College is practically speaking, up to full strength. Masters and boys have 
full days. Parades take place every morning before breakfast. Mornings and afternoons 
ore filled up with studies, and every evening every boy, unless he is sick, is engaged in 
some sort of game, after which they all settle down to preparation before their evening 
meals and bed. The health as well as the appearances, ami manners of the boys are 
exceptionally good ; in fact, first rate. 

The Post-Diploma Class is separated from the College imd the young men reading 
in it all live together in Colvin House. They read together in Jhalawar House. I 
understand that the College is to be affiliated shortly with the Agra Oniversiiy and that 
the Post-Diploma Undergraduates will be able to obtain their B.A. or n.sc., degrees. This 
is very -satisfactory as the attainment of these degrees assist the young men in obtaining 
snitttble employment in after life. 


This review shows that the present position of .Mayo College is extremely sitisfactorj 
he Principal Mr. Stow is indefatigable in his work and has a very correct, broad an 
worldly-wise ontlook ot the requirements of this College for the sons of Princes ar

“Your Highness, Colonel Ogilvic, Your Ilighncbbcs, Parents and Old lloj’s of tho 
College, Ladies and Gentlemen. 


We aro deeply grateful to j^oiir Highness for conitiig to |»re3ido at Ihia fimctiun at 
bhort uotico in the unavoidable absence of His Highness, the I’resideiit of the Gctierai 
Couucil. It is a matter of very great regret that His Uighncbs tho President is unable sit 
tho last minute to be present tliis afeornoon, but wo all feel that his placo could not bo 
more worthily and suitably taken than by Yonr Highness; wear© deeply eensitivo of iho 
honour you have done us and there ia no need to say that it is a very great ploasnro to seo 
you at your old sohool. 

1 had liojicd this afternoon to see a gathering akin to 1033, aa tho Cricket match 
against tho Australian team was originally fixed for a date iininodiaf'dy prccoding this 
function, but by circumstances beyond our control the dale of tho match was altered at a 
late hour by the Uoard of Control for Cricket in India and this haa aflocted the attcudanco 
to-day. It is a matter for satisfaction, however, that in addition to Your Highness, six 
Ruling Princes, II. H. tho Maharaja of .Jaipur, II. H. the Mahnrao Raja of Bundi, H. li. 
tho Maharaja of Kishengarh, H. H. tho Mahiiraj Uana of Dholpur, H. H, tho Mahorawat 
of Pavtiibgarh, H. H. the Maharaja of Fauna, and over 50 Old Boys have honoured us by 
tbeir presence this afternoon, and, needless to say, wo extend them a very hearty welcome. 
Wo offer also a very hearty welcome to our other distingnished guests, notably our Visitor, 
Col. Ogilvie, whose sustained interest in the College is a groat sourco of Strength, and 
Mrs. Ogilvie, and to Tilr, and ^Irs. Waddington. 


The great services of Mr. Waddington to the Mayo College aro wide known and it 
a groat pltasaro to see tho portrait, which has been recently painted of him out of n fund 
raised by his many friends and to which Your ‘Highness most gonerously subscribed to 
per^tnato his memory, now hanging in this Hall facing tliat of Colonel Loch, who guided 
t o ollege during most of the early years of its existence before Mr. Waddington. 
etween them they had charge of the destinies of the College for 40 years and it is only 
ing that Mr. Waddington’s jiorlroit should, bo added to that of his predecessor, for If 
o onel Loch moulded the College in its early days, Mr. Waddington gave it new life and 
nestowed on it a pre-eminent all India reputation.

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nud tlio introduction oC Post-Diploma teaching, tlio Iraildings, including tho'Iargor portion 
of tho bnilding in which we are assembled to-day, and Colvin House, which now forms a 
suitable Boarding House for Post-Diploma students, the grounds, which lio greatly enlarged 
and to which he added the present central Cricket ground and Pavilion, the College games 
and Cadet Squadron, and above all an ideal of conduct and character in the College, which 
I hope will always be a guide to Mayo College boys. 

In his task ho was well aided by Mrs. Waddington, whose gracious hospitality 
and kitidncBS will not be forgotten by its countless recipients, and the names of Mr. 
and Mrs. Waddington are and will for long be a household word In Rajputana and many 
parts of India. 

\ 

At the conoluaion of this address, 1 will ask Your Highness to unveil the portrait. 

A few years ago the Mayo College celebrated its Jubilee, q'his year it has attained its 
Diamond Jnbilee. I'o those, therefore, who know the College as it is to-day (,and most of 
my audience do), it may be of some interest to vary the ordinary Prisso-GiVing speech by 
going back to the early days of tho College for a few minutes. There is no old boy hero 
to-day who joined the College when it iirst opened; but there is one R. B. Raj Bijal Singh 
of Kunadi, who joined it 5 years later and who has now 8 grandsons at tho Oollegc. It is 
a great pleasure to soe him- 

The Mayo College opened in October 1875 with one boy who lived outside the College 
and, escorted by a large retinue of followers, proceeded daily to his studies on an elephant. 

Five years previously at a Durbar at Ajmer the then Viceroy, Lord Mayo, whose name 
the College rightly bears, had invited tho dtates of Rajputana to join with the Government 
of India in founding a College for the edneation of the sons of tho Chiefs, Princes, and 
Thakurs of Rajputana. It was docidod that tho States should raise an endowment fund 
and build and maintain the Boarding Houses,, while tho Government of India would give 
the required land, would contribute a sum equal to tho endowment fund raised by tho 
States, and would spend part of this gift on constructing the Main Building, tho Prineipal’s 
and Head Master’s House, and one Boarding House called the Ajmer House, and would 
also maintain those buildings. 

On these lines the College was founded and, as I have said, it was opened just over 
GO years ago. To those who know the College to-day the Mayo College of 1875 would 
have presented an unfamiliar sight. Its compound was half its present sise, there were 
no House Gardens, no Central Ground or Bikanor Pavilion or other playing grounds. The 
Boarding Houses were either not completed or not begun, and there was no Main Building. 

The Main Building, in which wo are assembled to-day, was not begun till the College 
had been in existence for 2 years and was not completed till 8 years after that. Fven then 
it was not in its present form for the eastern half, through which you will proceed to the 
Garden party shortly, was not built till 1909 in tho time of Mr. Waddington. Part of tho 
land given to tho College os its park comprised the former Residency and its grounds near 
the present Udaipur House, and for the Brat ten years of its existence the former Residency 
had to serve' as the Main Bniidiug of tho College and for its class rooms, while a smaller 
bungalow attached to it served for some years as a Boarding Honso. For the first two 
years tho Rpsidenoy also formed the Principal’s House and the first Principal, Captain 
afterwards Sir Oliver St. John, A. G.-G. in Baluchistan, who held offlee lill 1877, when Ool. 
then Captain Loch took over, and whose name is remembered by St. John Sagar, tho only 
tank in the College grounds, lived there for nearly two years. 

While the College opened with only one boy, during its first year tho Roll rose to 33 
boarders, and it is worthy of menlion that of this number two of the States now most 
strongly represented at the College, vis., Jodhpur and Jaipur, contributed 13. In tho 
second year of its existence a boy ontside Rajputana joined the College and the Colle'’o 
therefore at an early stage started an all-India connection, which has been since maintained 
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and oxtcndcd anil which wo hopo ntill Cnrllicr to oxtonil. During Iho firflt 10 years tho roll 
roflo to 80, (it is lo-day 552); it siihsoquontly Coll to *10 before Mr. Waddlngton took over 
and raisoil it in a few years to tlio record nnmber o£ 200. 

What was life at the Mayo Collogo like in Its very early days ? Tho typi«il Moyo 
Collcgo boy then as now lived in one of a number of State Boarding Houses in charge of 
a Motamid. Ho rose e.arly and drove in his carriage to attend School which, as wo have 
Boon, was then held in tho former Rcstdoticy, from C to 9 A. M., and from Q-SO to 11*30 A.U. 
For school ho woro a kit Bomewhat Bimilar to that of to-day but a pngreo instead of a safa 
and ho left his ehoos outsido his class-room. Ho stndiod in -1 classes with the help of two 
Knglish MaBtorB, in addition to tho I'riucipat, and 3 Indian Masters, and ho was taught 
Knglish, TJrdn, which was still tlio lingua franca of India, Hindi, Arithmetic, and aomo 
times Sanskrit and Persian, llis ciirriculnm was designed to load tip to tho ontrauco 
examination of the Calcutta UuiverBity (tho Otplotna was an innovation of the next 
centnry) but, .as in sevcriil c.aBCS at tho ago of 17 ho could not road nor write hia own 
vomaoular, it is not surprising that it was not till 18S0 tliul ho appeared in any outsido 
examination, and, I regrot to say, ho was not successful, his stumbling block boing, os has 
not been uncommon sinco. Mathematics. 


In the afternoon our early Mayo Collcgo boy took exercise, but apart from riding, it 
was diOicnlt at first to get him to take oxorciso in tho open, .and a covored-in playground 
near tho present Sqnash courts had to bo built for him. This with ono Tonnia court near 
tho modem Twiss Houbo met hia athletic needs; there wore no other ploying grounds. 


When ho rode ho sometimes wont out jackal hunting, hut there wore no hounds and 
each rider was armed with a long stick with which ho endeavoured to club the jack. Tho 
rest of his riding instmetiou was on ntoro modorn lines, oxcopl that there was no Cadot 
Squadron, which was elarlcd by Mr, Waddington, but his riding school was then on a 
dilloronl site than now, behig near tho present Colvin House (the one Boarding Ilouso added 
to tho College since its eorly days) and ho had no Polo ground, for tho present Polo 
ground was then farm land outsido tlio Collcgo. Ho played Polo occasionally hnt went 
outsido to tho Merwara Infantry ground to do so. Thoro nro two distinguished Old Boys 
hero to-day, H. H. the Maharaj Rana of Dholpnr and Col. Dalpat Singh of Robot, who I 
heliovo woro tho first to play Polo on tho present ground. 

Tho Mayo College hoy's aversion to games disappeared quickly and ho soon began to 
play Cricket, Hookey, Football, Tennis, and Racquets, Ho did so under difiicultios for Iio 
played in his ordinary Collcgo dross minus only his aohkan hm with his pugree, which he 
was not allowed to take off, and Cor many years ono ground, now the lat XI Hockey ground, 
mid made shortly after Iho Collcgo opened, had to do duty for most games for tho whole 
College, and it had trees in various parts of it. When ho ployed Hockey or Ronnders 
theroforo he played with tho tvholo of tho rest of tho Collcgo and. as iiumborB rose, this 
aomotimes meant 40 a Bide. I gather that few took an active part in Bneh games, but that 
most of the playora formed Ihemaolves into dotnehed groups for a friendly chat, only rising 
to hit or catch the ball when it came near thorn. He played Pootb.all also occasionolly. but

I am gla d 1 am spared tho need of such 
provision. 

Tho Mayo Oollogo has sometimes been called ‘the Eton of India.’ Per an English 
School GO years is iio considerable age, bnt it la so Cor India.

mo, as a work of art at any rate, is a not nn\irorlhy addition to the pictures which adorn 
these walls. Among the donors 1 must spcoinlly thank His Highness tho Alaharaj Rana 
of Dholpnr and His Highness tho Maharaja of Jodhpnr, who has added to our obligations 
by flying over from Jodhpur at very short notico to prestdo over tliis gathering 
and unveil the portrait — with thorn I wish to associate tho name of Mr, Stow to whose 
initiative tho execution of tho portrait is largely duo, nud who has, during the few years 
ho has been here, done so much to beautify and improve tbo College in other ways. Ono 
word moro, 1 cuunot refrain from saying how happy Mrs. Waddington and myself are to 
be hero again, above nil to And the College so full of lifo and energy. Assuredly there 
never was a time when the future held out greater opportunities for young Indians, in 
tho Army, tho Civil Survieo and otiier careeis. I am confldent that tbo College will nut 
fail to realise and seize those opportunities, and that in the hands of Mr. Stow and his 
admirable staff its record in tho future will far surpass its record in tbo past.*'
